In considering the general system of Taxation in 
England, it will be necessmy to admit the two following 
axioms :— 

Tho first: That all Land being held by feudal tenure, 
the expenses of all Military Forces ought to be met by 
Taxation on the Laided Property of the Kingdom.

The second: That, as by the Law of the Land debt 
cannot descend fiom Father to Son (excepting in so far as 
it is accompanied by Property), so it may be assumed that 
the Interest of the National Debt should be provided for 
by means of Taxes on Property.

It may be assumed that all the sufferings which are 
peculiar to the poor arise from poverty, and that that 
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rs . 
poverty (so fu as it can be removed by Act of Paliament) 
arises fiom ‘Taxation.

Probably the most foastble way of settling the ques 
tion will be to loayo the poor to pay the taxes on spirits 
and tobacco, crediting them also with the £3,000,000 to bo 
yaised from the monopoly of Sphit Licenses, (See Sugges- 
tion No. VIII.) 

Supposing the Land-Tax to be equalized (by raising it 
to the highest ate now paid), this plan will Ieave a balance 
to be provided for by a Pioperty-Tax—all Excise and 
Customs Duties beg iepealed, excepting thoso on spirits 
and tobacco, as aforesaid,

‘Lhe balance of 1evenue being thus provided by the 
Property-Jax, the classes 1epresonted im the Louse of 
Commons will always have a Barometer which will quickly 
wain them of the results of increased expendituie, 

The oy ciation of the Propeity-Tax on the middling 
hundred thousand will thus have the most healthy effect, 
hke that of pain on the natual system,

As a icason against the imposition of a Piopeity-‘Lax 
is fiequently wged tho d:ficulty of estimating the value of 
Pictures, Statues, and other movable Personal Property ; 
but the machinery for such valuation actually exists, and is 
constantly put in action fo. the enforcement of the Legacy- 
Duty. As for the inconvenience—why, the inconvenience 
to the lucky possessor of propeity (once a year) would not 
equal that which a poor Orange Giil suffers from the Police 
every day.

In such case the License, if sold by Auction, would 
realize probably £250 per annum, which sum would 
otherwise quiatly find its way into tho pockots of the 
Breyer o Distiller who built the house, and had “ inte- 
vest? enough to get a license. !
